; i “HE Regular Troops in the Service of the Queen 
of Hungary being now happily join’d by the 





Aétion with the Pruffians. ’Tis remarkable that the 
Magiilrates of Breflau begin tho’ too late to fee their 
Folly ; for three Days ago they fent Agents to Vienna 
to folicit their Pardon, but ’tis eafy to guefs what 
Looks they will meet with at that Court, fince to 
their City alone is owing the Ruin of this whole Du- 
chy, which will not be able to recover its Loffes for 
feveral Years. ‘The Pruffians that are canton’d in 
this Country have Men poited at all the Avenues, to 
fearch all Meffengers, Poftboys and Letter carriers, 
and to intercept their Difpatches, in order to keep the 
Publick from knowing how they ufe the poor Inhabi- 
tants. A Gentleman who left Niefs a little before it 
was befieged has received fome Advices from thence, 
that-the Pruflians Jolfe-about 4-00 Men before that 
Place, who were almoft to a Man carried to Grof- 
bourg, a Place belonging to the King of Pruflia, and 
there buried in the Night-time, that it might not be 
known what Lofs they had fuftain’d.’ 

Extra& of another of Feb. 8. N.S. from Vienna. 
‘ The Elector of Cologne has declard to our Court a 
fecond time, that he intends to obferve a friét Neu- 
trality with regard to the Pretenfions of his Brother 
the Duke of Bavaria, in order to preferve the Tran- 
quillity of the Empire; and that fo far from doing 
any Prejudice to the Houfe of Auftria, he will thew 
his Attachment to it in the Eleétion of an Emperor as 
well as in other Cafes.

tenfions to the four Principalities of Silefia. We hear 
from Bohemia and Moravia, that {o zealous are the 
Youth there for the Service of the Queen of Hungary, 
that no lefs than 20,000 young Fellows have offered 
themfelves to be lifted, to try their Fortunes againit 
the common Enemy which threatens to fall upon thofe 
Countries ; and "tis added, that as foon as they have 
received their Liveries, which are getting ready Day 
and Night, they are to fet out for Silefia in company 
with fome Regiments of regular Forces. They write 
alfo from the Disaten of Bohemia, that the Auflrian 
Troops are already augmented by above zo0co Men, 
and that they daily expect to hear of fome confiderable 
Aétion.’ 
Hague, Feb. 24. N.S. The Reports of an ap- 
proaching Accommodation betwixt Great Britain and 
Spain have found the greater Credit with fome Poli- 
ticians, from a Notion they have, that Spain would 
be very glad to make fome Sacrifice in America to 
Great Britain, that fhe may be able’ to fend all her 
Strength againtt the Houfe of Auftria in Italy: But, 
on the other hand, ’tis not imagined that this can be 
agreeable to France, forafmuch as Spain cannot grant 
any Advantages to the Englifb, but what will moft 
certainly turn to the Prejudice of the Commerce of 
France ; and there is no Likelihood that the latter 
will be inclinable to give up all the Advantage fhe 
might expect, from her Armaments, by fupporting 
the Defigns of the Catholick Queen in Italy. This 
is the current Sentiment here, not only upon the Ex- 
change, and among the Merchanis, but almoft in all 
Places: And it feems to be the more rational, becaufe 
all the Letters from France confirm, that the Kin 
perfifts in his Refolution to maintain the Pragmati 
Sanction, according to the Tenor cf the Treaties. 


* We heat that the Proflian Miniffers here and at Lon- 


don, have received Inffru€tions from Berlin, to pro- 

ofe the Arbitration of the Differences between the 

Families of Auftria and Brandenbourg to his Britan- 

nick Majefty and the States-General ; and that the 

Queen of Hungary's Minifter at London hinted in a 

Conference with one of the Secretaries of State, that 

he did not believe the Queen his Miftrefs would be 

againft fubmitting her Rights to the Decifion of his 

Britannick Majefly, &c. but that it could never be 

for her Honour to do it, except on condition that 

Things fhould be reftored to the State they were in 

at the’ Death of the late Emperor her Father.’ 

Florence, Feb. 5. On the zgth pait, the firft Column 
of Auftrian Troops arrived at Pontremolifrom Lom- 
bardy. On the 30th at Night a Meflenger was dif- 
patch’d by the Regency to the great Duke of Tufcany, 
to fettle a Supply for the extraordinary Expences which 
the Body of Auftrian Troops from Lombardy intoTufcany 
will occafion. On the 31ft, che Regiment of Lorrain 
Foot-guards in Garifon in our Caftles was reviewed, and 
600 Men were chofen in order to join the Auftrian 
Troops in the Sienefe. M. de Braitwitz is preparing 
his Field Equipage, and all Manner of military Stores 
are getting ready at the Old Caftle. A Body of 3000 
Foot, and a Party of Horfe of the Auftrian Troops from 
Lombardy, are expeéted to arrive in a few Daysat 
Viareggio, in their March to Pifa, Empoli, Sc. the 
Places of their Rendezvous, where the neceflary Prepa- 
rations are made for their Reception. 

Berlin, Feb. 18. On Thurfday lat his Pruffian Majefty 
came to ‘Lown from Potzdam, and the fame Day de- 
clared his Intention of tetting out for his Army in Sile- 
fia To-morrow the 19th Initant. His Pruflian Majetty’s 
own Regiment of Guards of three Batalliens, which 
had moved from Ruppin to Potzdam, {et out two Days 
ago from this latter Place on their March for Silefia. 
Meffieurs Gotter and Cocceii having defired to be ex- 
cufed from gaing to Francfort, upon the Foot propofed 
to them; the King of Pruflia has named two orher Am-

Extra of a Letter from Capt. William Kittier, dated 
at the Citadel of Pampelonia, Jan. 28, 1749. te Mr. 
William Kittier of Ringewood. 

«« | fhall now take Leave to trouble you, in as few 
Word@ as I can, with what is paft; viz. After we was 
taken I was kept 3 Days and 3 Nights with Mr. Spratt 
continually on the Quater-Deck under Guard, all the 
People elfe was tyed their Hands behind their Backs, 
except the Mate who had all the Liberty he defired. 
The People that was tyed was put into the Fore-Caftle 
3 Daysand 3 Nights, until their Hands was bliiter'd 
and {well’d after a difmal Rate, and almoft ftarved. 
We was 12 Days after taken getting to St. Sebaftian's : 
When we arrived there I was direétly taken on Shore, 
and carried before the Intendant and examined, and 
then put into Prifon. We lived there ind:fferent well 
11 Days; then we was march’d, 27 Englifth Men in 
Number, for Pampelonia, fome of us almoft naked, 
and the beft but double Pin-feathered: After the firft 
Day‘s March, about 7 or 8 o’Clock m the Evening, 
Mr. Glover, John Slade, and myfelf, jump'd out of a 
Window and elcaped ; but Fortune being againf us, 
for after we had been Libertines 48 Hours, and endur'd 
the Frights of a hunted Fox, thro’ Woods and over 
Mountains higher’ than the Clouds, and {wimming 
over Rivers, without Victuals or Drink except Water, 
we was taken within 3 Miles of France, two thirds 
dead. We had about 12 Shillings in Cafh, which the 
Spamiards took from us, and coupled Mr. Glover and 
myfelf together with Hand-Cuffs, and put us in Gaol 
that Nig! t, and next Morning march'd us for this 
Place, which is 40 Miles as bad Road as ever I faw. 


They forc’d us to walk it in two Days link’d together, 


every Step Half-Leg in Dirt, and nothing to eat more 
than Bread, and very little Wine; the firft Night put 
igto.a Dungeon, the next Day put into the Liberty of 

e Citadel, which is 11 or 12 Acres of Land wall’d : 
We all lived fo 14 Days, 170 Englith, until 6 Mafters 
who had fome Money made their Efcape, and then all 
was lock'd clofe Night and Day in four feparate Places, 
two of which for the Common People the moft difmal 
that ever Man liv’d in, being Dungeons under Ground 
and over Shoes in Dirt; the Matters Place, and them 
they call Chriftians, is much better. We lived fo 
Weeks, and no more Allowance but 1 Pound of 
bad Bread. On Chriftmas-Day the Letters came and 
my Credit : The 1gth of January King George's 
Bounty came (whom pray God preferve) when we 
was all reftored to walk the Garifon at Day, and now 
{ live very well, and beg all Friends to be content till 
Fartune turns. I am forced to leave off.
